As his mother prayed in a church outside Moscow 
the young man who hated heights hurtled 
around the earth 200 miles high at 18,000

A few minutes Ioter 
he was Hstening to teams on earth with a background of music 
from Moscow, including his davourite tune—"The Waves of Love, 


Now he was welghtless as the big ship moved Into orbit 
around the earth,

His volce came through loud and clear, “Everything's okay.” 


A doctér stood by the landing point in s helicopter in 
case he was needed, but it was o perfect landing, Yurl didn't 
ever abpear dizzy as ho leaped from the cabin. 

He grabbed another . astronout who met him in such an 
embrace that he gasped. 

Other members of the astronaut 
him. 

This fs how he deseribed man’s first sight of the heavens, 
“The sky is quite black. Earth is as blue as a pigeon. It’s al 
magnificent.” 

Now the Russians are already planning new manned ventures 
into space. Very soon the Soviets will attempt to land on the moon, 

At midday today I joined a spontaneous, deliriously happy 
group parading along Moscow's main street chanting “Yuri 
Velinki” meaning George the Great. ' 


Chanting adulation 


Before the day was out thousands were chanting their 
adulation to “George the Great king of the untamed coxmos.” 
Tonlght Moscow loudspeakers. were blaxing out nows of the 
the Soviet feat to happy oclebrators repeatedly rereading Mr 
Khrushchev’s message to Yuri, é 
For the first time in memory there wos o special edition of 

Pravda tonight. It was a four-pager with a: huge photograph of 
Gagarin and tonight Izvestia devoted its six pages exclusively to 
the news. Tonight in the Red Square. to the strumming of 
balalaikas I danced for 15 minutes with 3,000 happy young Rus- 
slans who sang “Moscow Nights,” ‘ 

As a Red Army colonel walked across the square he was 
caught and tossed én the alr three times by air endets.. He told 
me, “If the alr force keeps doling things Ike this I don’t mind 
how many times they throw me.” 

Extra police were on duty tonight to control the crowds but 
everything appears to bo well ordored. However, there scems 
that there will be no cnd to the joy. 

Moscow for somo days has been full of rumours of tho 
launching of an astronaut. Some very strong reports sald that 
one went into orbit on Friday and had suffered during filsht. 
1 was told by usually reliable Communist sources that he was 
under caro of top space scientists and physiclans. 

There is’ speculation among Western scientists here that 
Gauri might In fact be the second Russian to complete a rocket 

jaht,
